Yugoslavia vill 
neither enter into power blocs nor partake in regional pacts mder any 
edreunstances, but will remein nevitral, The country is prepared to make 
great seerifices to mainte in its neutrality.

4 It is recognized that strong pessibilities exist for an arned ate ol on 
Yugoslavia. The attack, if 4% should teke place, will core m the Sov 
Union but will be carouflaged as in Korea. The actual attack + would he 
launched by the snteliites, but Soviets would provide the srs, the mil 
leaders and political guidance. It is obviously the intention of the 5 
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te erente incidents not only on Yugoslavic's borders but also within the 


. eountry in order to provide cause for aggression. The Soviets realize that. 


Yugoslavia carsiot ‘be provoled by border incidents aicne, and now have 
embarked on provocat tion at the diplomatic level. This is evident from 
recent incidents in Belgrade involving the Bulgarian Vajor Tran Ivanov &: ad 
Hungarian Charge d'Affaives Istvan Hrebec. It is part of the overall Covie 
plan to find pretaxts for breaking off ciplomatic relations "ith ‘ucoslevis. i
